“There cannot be many times 
that a minister has called the

He termed it a “crime against

LAST FORCE-FED 
PYTHON AT ZOO 
DIES OF OLD AGE 


“Maharanee of Wangpoo,” last 
of the two force-fed pythons at 
the Zoo, died today, presumably 
of old age. 

The python, a native of India, 
was acquired in 1928 and fed itself 
for seven years. In 1935, however, 
its jaw muscles atrophied and 
from that time on food had to be 
forced down its gullet with a 
plunger at intervals of from four 
to six weeks. 

Unlike “Blondie” the Zoo’s other 
force-fed python, which died last 
April 21, the Maharanee was 
known to its keepers as an un- 
predictable snake. Blondie never 
made a move when a keeper was 
in its cage unless it meant busi- 
ness. The Maharanee rarely 
started for a keeper and half the 
time, when it did, it didn’t seem 
to have anything in particular in 
mind. 

The Maharanee’s exact length 
determined for the first time to- 
day, was 21 feet one inch; its 
weight, 250 pounds. Blondie was 
19 feet long. The Zoo’s reticulated 
python, acquired early this year 
to replace Blondie, is 14 feet long 
and feeds itself.

Broadcasters Group Announces 
Proposed New Code of Practices 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 
15 (AP)—The National Association 
of Broadcasters made public to- 
day its proposed new standards 


of practice that would limit com- 
mercials and carefully define the 
handling of mystery and crime 
programs. 

The code covers such subjects 
as religion, marriage and the 
home, simulation of news, chil- 
dren’s program and types of ad- 
vertising considered unacceptable. 

Its contents were disclosed by 
N. A. B. officials one day in ad- 
vance of the twenty-fifth annual 
convention of the organization. 

Although there is strong senti- 
ment among delegates for a code, 
lively debate is expected on some 
individual sections. 

The limitation on commercials 
would be divided into two divi- 
sions: One for daytime programs 
and one for night programs. Max- 
imum commercia time allowed

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 15 
(AP)—The United States formally 
proposed today that the Security 
Council ask the 55-member United 
Nations Assembly to try its hand 
at solving the controversial Bal. 
kan question which had plagued 
the Council since early in 1946. 

Herschel V. Johnson, deputy 
United States delegate, introduced 
a resolution requesting the As- 
sembly to consider the problem, 
at its session opening at Flushing 
Meadow tomorrow, and to make 
recommendations for a solution. 

The move was taken to clear 
away technicalities, under the 
U.N. charter, which prevented 
Assembly action on questions 
fore the Security Council unless 
the Council specifically requested 
action. 

Johnson explained that he was 
proposing such a request, rather 
than asking the Council to drop 


the Security Council. 

Without committing the United 
States or disclosing what policy 
it will pursue in the Palestine de- 
bate, Marshall said that “we be- 
lieve it is of the greatest import- 
ance that ‘every effort be made to 
obtain maximum agreement in the 
General Assembly on a solution 
for that problem.” 

At the same time, he expressed 
the hope that “the peoples con- 
cerned will accept the recommen- 
dations of the coming General 
Assembly as a basig for a defini- 
tive solution of this complex mat- 
ter.’ 

Marshall said that United States 
support for the United Nations 
means, among other things that: 

1. We must exert evcry possi- 
ble effort to conclude tne remai.- 
ing peace treaties (German, Aus- 
trian and Japanese), thereby cre- 
ating the normal conditions under 
which the United Nations was de- 
signed to function.” 

2. “We join with others in seek- 
ing to improve the world’s eco- 
nomic situation, to bring about 
the economic conditions necesuary 
to international stability.”

U.S. REJECTS TWO BIDS 
ON EAST SIDE IRON PLANT

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—The 
two bids submitted for purchase 


of the $8,655,515 surplus property 
pig iron and coke plant at Granite 
City, III., which was operated by 
the Koppers United Co. of Pitts- 
burgh during the war, have been 
rejected by the War Assets Ad- 
ministration. A new formula for 
bidding has been set up by the 
agency. New bids are to be sub- 
mitted by Oct. 6. 

No reason for rejection of the 
bids was given. Bidders were the 
Curran Carbonizing & Engineer- 
ing Co. of St. Louis and the Ful- 
ton Co. of Cleveland. Henry J. 
Kaiser, West Coast industrialist, 
and the Sharon Steel Corp. of 
Sharon, Pa., had asked that open- 
ing of the bids be delayed beyond 
last Aug. 15 to allow them to 
study the possibility of entering 
bids. Their request was denied 
by the WAA regional office at

ARGENTINA . ALONE  DEFIES

PEACE AIR FLEET 
OF 5000 TRANSPORT 
PLANES PROPOSED 


Emory Land Suggests Re- 
serve Pool for Airlines 
to Draw Upon. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP)— 
Emory S. Land, president of the 
Air Transport Association, today 
proposed peacetime creation of a 
5000-plane fleet of transports — 
and that commercial carriers 
drawing on this supply be given 
the job of military air transport 
in wartime. | 

Land, appearing before Presi- 
dent Truman’s Air Policy Commis- 
sion, suggested that commercial 
aviation “be fostered and de 
veloped by the Government with 
that (wartime transport needs) in 
mind.” The special five-man 
board called air experts for public 
hearings as a part of the modern- 
ization of the national aviation 
program. 

Questioning developed that Land 
contemplated that some of the 
5000 transport planes be kept in a 
Government reserve pool ypon 
which the airlines céuld draW as 
their needs increased. He noted 
that a 5000-plane fleet could not 
be supported commercially at 
present, although the total, which 
now stands at 1000 is expected to 
grow as passenger and cargo op- 
erations develop.

BANDS IN TRIESTE CHASE 
AMERICANS, ATTACK BRITONS 


Thousands of Slavs and Italians Mill Through 
| Streets, Fighting Each Other— 
Two Men Killed.

TRIESTE, Sept. 15 (UP)—Mob 
violence broke out here today, the 
formal birthday of the free terri- 
tory of Trieste, with bands of 
hoodlums chasing American cor- 
respondents and attacking Britons, 

It was a birthday boding ill for 
the future of the free zone at the 
top of the Adriatic which was Ital- 
ian before the war, claimed by 


Thousands milled through down- 


other in a frenzy of nationalism. 
Grenades were thrown in the 
crowded central square and one 
explosion blew off a man’s head. 
Police swung rifle butts to beat 
back the crowds from the main 
intersections and rescue persons 
under attack by gangs. 

The Piazza Del Unita was 
jammed with a restive mob when 
the grenade was thrown, appar- 
ently without’ aim. Shouting 
thousands rushing toward the side 
streets effectively covered the 
thrower. One of four _ bullets 
fired from a window in a separate 
burst of violence killed a Yugoslav. 

Fighting broke out at several 
points as Italian-Slovene animos- 
ity flared. Street cars and busses 
were halted, and several were 
damaged. 

On duty were 5730 Venezia 
Giulia civil police. United States 
military police were standing by 
in rear areas but had not inter- 
vened. Mounted police first used 
fire hoses on mobs, then resorted 
to swinging rifle butts. 

A British man and woman were 
attacked as they emerged after 
mass from the San Gusto cathe- 
dral. Carrying a Communist news- 
paper, they strolled into a crowd 
of excited Italians. 

Police identified them as Ed- 
ward P. Thompson, 23-year-old 
British writer and former officer 
of the Seventeenth Lancers, and 
Mrs. Dorothy K. Gane-Sale, 24, 
Cambridge graduate from London.

HEAT DESURIBED; 


Laclede Co. Officer Tells 
FPC Examiner Number 
of Customers in City 

‘ Doubled in 2 Years. 


The number of customers of 


Laclede Gas Light Co. in the city 
using natural gas for heat doubled 
within the last two years and is 
expected to triple by 1951, Leroy 
Sweet, assistant secretary of the 
company, estimated today. 

Testifying at a Federal Power 
Commission hearing in the Fed- 
eral Building on an application by 
the Mississippi River Fuel Corp. 
for permission to make a second 
enlargement of its natural gas 
pipeline, Sweet said the number 
of customers in the city using gas 
for heat in 1946 was 12,097, or 
6877 more than in 1945, and was 
expected to be 44,700 by 1951. 

The Laclede company, which 
obtains its natural gas from the 
Mississippi corporation, has had 
a similar increase in the number 
of customers in St. Louis county 
who use gas for heating purposes, 
Sweet told Trial Examiner Ed- 
ward B. Marsh. 

Estimate of Gas 8 

He forecast that the annual gas 
volume supplied by the company 
for heating purposes alone in the 
city would rise from 908,966,000 
cubic feet in 1946 to 6,464,800,000 
cubic feet by 1951. In the county, 
he said, the number of customers 
will increase in comparable peri- 
ods from 10,572 to 23,203 and the 
volume of gas used for heat will 
be augmented from 1,510,663,000 
cubic feet to 3,531,700,000. 

Figures for 1951, he said, were 
based on the assumption that the 
company, which now supplies a 
mixture of natural and manufac- 
tured gas, would by that time be 
furnishing only natural gas. 

Peak day demands of all gas 
users in the city and county 
reached 64,203,000 cubic feet in 
1946 and are expected to reach 
about 200,130,000 in 1951, Sweet 
said. The Laclede company, he 
said, has just about reached its 
maximum capacity of manufac- 
turing facilities for peak day re- 
quirements. 

The application, second made by 
the Mississippi corporation, would 
increase its present daily capacity 
of 145,000,000 cubic feet to 375,000,- 
000 cubic feet, if granted. The 
company seeks to enlarge the 
pipeline through which it brings 
the gas to this area from the Mon- 
roe (La.) and Carthage (Tex.) 
fields. 

State Favors Pian. 

Speaking in favor of the applica- 
tion John R. Randolph, counsel 
for the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, pointed out there is 
a demand for natural gas in this 
area which the pipeline at present 
is unable to meet. Members of 
the commission, he said, favor en- 
largement of the pipeline. 

P. J. Erickson, engineer for the 
Arkansas-Louisiana Gas Co., which 
obtains gas from the Mississippi 
corporation, testified the number 
of customers supplied with natu- 
ral gas by his company was 3924 
in 1945 and was expected to in- 
crease to 6805 by 1951. The vol- 
ume of gas supplied in comparable 
periods, he said, would increase 
from 565,205,000 cubic feet to 
929,500,000. 5

{NEW INSULIN COMPOUND SAID 
TO CUT SHOTS DIABETICS NEED 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15 (AP)—A 
new insulin compound promising 
diabetics the relief of only a one- 
a-day needle shot, or better, was 
announced last night in a report 
to the American Chemical Society. 

The longer-lasting insulin was 
developed by Drs, Richard G. Rob- 
erts, Doris M. Hilker and Adrian 
Gasior-Russell of the Chicago 
Medical School. Efforts are being 
continued, they said, to produce a 
still more effective insulin so that 
persons with diabetes would need 
a hypodermic injection only every 
48 hours. 

The new drug keeps its effect 
more than twice as long as plain 
insulin, and considerably longer 
than other insulin compounds, the 
report said, terming it “a boon to 
people suffering from diabetes.” 


70,300 NEW RESIDENCES 
COMPLETED IN AUGUST 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP)— 
Homebuilding activity reached a 
new level for 1947 in August, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report- 
ed yesterday. The bureau said 524,- 
100 homes were put under con- 
struction during the first eight 
months of 1947, or 50,000 more 
than during the same 1946 period, 

In August private builders start- 
ed 83,000 homes in urban areas, 
3000 more than the July total and 
17,600 over the number started in 
August 1946. 

The bureau estimated that 70, 
300 new permanent homes were 
completed in August, making a 
total of about 600,000 non-farm 
dwellings made ready for occu- 
pancy during the first eight 
months of the year.

The Power of Moral Force 

The public has been intensely aware, these 
last months, of the sharp conflict.between Russia 
and the Western nations in the Security Council 
of the United Nations. By its use of the veto and 
by other obstructionist tactics, the Soviet Union 
has been able to bleck or postpone various meas- 
ures tending to safeguard the peace of the world. 

Tomorrow the General Assembly of the United 
Nations convenes and it has a great opportunity 
to restore some of the lost prestige of the U.N. 
It is true the General Assembly has limited pow- 
ers and that the Security Council was designed 
as U.N.’s executive arm. Yet the Assembly, in 
which all the United Nations participate, as 
against only a few in the Security Council, can 
play a most impressive part in molding world 
opinion. 

It may very well be that, while the Assembly 
cannot enforce its own decisions in a tangible 
way, it can bring pressure to bear that will dis- 
courage the Soviet Union from the course it has 


pursued in the Security Council. In his speech, 


Sunday, Secretary Marshall made it clear that 
the United States is going to present highly con- 
troversial questions to the Assembly, such as the 
situations“ in Greece and Palestine. 

As to the former, Mr. Marshall was particular- 
ly forthright. He said that Bulgaria, Yugoslavia 
and Albania are directly threatening the terri- 
torial integrity and political independence of 

reece. He added that “the solution must be 
the cessation of the threat—and we earnestly 
hope the General Assembly will be able to devise 
means for accomplishing that end.“ As to the 
more complicated matter of Palestine, he urged 
maximum agreement to find an answer. 

In the Security Council, the Soviet Union has 
relied on its legal rights under the Charter. But 
it cannot stop debate in the General Assembly. 
It cannot prevent the General Assembly from 
wading into the troublesome situations through- 
out the world and pronouncing a judgment on 


them. Nor, for that matter, can the United

States and Britain. 
the majority in the Assembly and we hope they 
make the most of the opportunity to influence 
world opinion in the interest of a peaceful world. 
The Assembly lacks physical force to execute 
its findings; but it can have immense moral force 
and, in the end, it is moral force that prevails. 
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No Early Evening Crime 

The argument as to whether the radio erime 
programs of today are no worse than the Nick 
Carter stories of yesterday or whether they are 
running up the police and penitentiary budgets 
of the future goes on unabated. It is hearten- 
ing, nevertheless, to read that the National 
Broadcasting Co.—by vote of 160 of its 167 mem- 
ber stations—has decided to keep such thrillers 
off the air before 9:30 p.m., New York time. 
(Many stations in earlier time zones are ex- 
pected to transcribe the programs for late eve- 
ning presentation.) 

“The vivid, living portrayal of such dramas on 
the air has an impact on the juvenile, adolescent 
or impressionable mentality that cannot be un- 
derestimated,” said N.B.C.; and with that there 
is general agreement even if it is not granted 
that such programs are jail-fillers. Parents and 
teachers will thank the broadcasters simply be- 
cause the new rule means that it will be easier 
to get their offspring to settle, down to home- 
work or an occasional book, and to get them to 
bed betimes—especially now that interest hag 
gone out of the night baseball broadcasts. 

To N.B.C. goes a bow for responding to criti- 
cism and for raising radio standards. Other net- 
works surely will consider similar steps to win 
their share of good will. 
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Cut Unemployment Taxes? 
Missouri's unemployment fund is nearly $162,- 
000,000, almost eight times the greatest recorded 


annual disbursement, In consequence, some em- 


ployers want the contribution rates reduced. Re- 
ducing them at this time would be most unwise. 

1. Though the record outlay for 1946 was less 
than $21,000,000, demands on the fund would go 
up by leaps and bounds in a serious recession. 
It is better to err on the side of too large a fund 
than on the side of too small a one. 

2. Present unemployment tax rates are not 
a great burden on business, which is booming. 
Employers whose operations leave the most un- 
employment contribute only 3.6 per cent of 
their payrolls. Those with the most stable em- 
ployment pay nothing. The minimum is irredu- 
eible: reducing the maximum would weaken the 
incentive to schedule operations in a way to 
avoid unemployment, 

3. It would be far better to increase benefits 
than decrease taxes. Under present law, the un- 
employed Missourian can draw no more than $20 
a week, for a maximum period of 20 weeks. 
Twenty dollars does not meet bare subsistence 
today. And, depending on their previous earn- 
ings. many of the unemployed get even less 
than $20. 

In these circumstances, there is every reason 
for the Legislature to make prudent use of un- 
employment reserves and no reason to make 
barren reductions. 
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Artificial, Naturally 

It’s right in the trend that a chewing gum is 
advertised as having “the fascinating artifical 
flavor.” Within the memory of those still in 
the 40s, all wool, pure dye-pure silk, genuine 
leather,. natural flavorings were the finest the 
market offered, and “imitations” of this and that 
were frowned on. One always hoped the circus 
lemonade didn’t go too heavy on added citric 
acid. Hoping against hope, one always asked if 
the peach ice cream had fresh peaches—or else 
made one’s own and was sure. , 

That day is gone, not soon, if ever, to return. 
Synthetic yarns outglamour silkworms’ fibers. 
The wooly coat was like as not woven from cow’s 
milk. Bottled drinks without citric acid taste 
flat. Plastic alligator vies with the swamp-born 
variety. The butter is artificially colored and 
the margarine artificially bleached. The vanilla 
is synthetic. 

As of today, artificially flavored chewing gum 
makes a virtue of its handicap, if artificiality 
indeed remains a handicap. Tomorrow, so 
scientists say, meat may be synthesized direct 
from grain, throwing the steer, lamb and pig 
into technological unemployment. Day after to-

hopeful query may be: “Can I be sure this is 
imitation?” 
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Senator Ives’ Fine Suggestion 

Something has to be done about food prices. 
This is evident from the report of a congres- 
sional committee over the weekend that retail 
food prices are practically double the prewar 
level and may rise higher. As of last June, re- 
tail food prices in St. Louis were 96.8 per cent 
above the 1935-39 average, and they have risen 
since. 

Whether or not OPA controls are resumed, 
there are other steps which should be taken to 
hold prices in check. The biggest price increases 
of late have been in grain and the things which 
react in step with grain—meat, butter and eggs, 
for example. 

Senator Ives of New York suggests that we can 
get some relief by “putting the damper on wild 
speculation in grain and foods.” This makes a 
good deal of sense. As long ago as last March 


the Post-Dispatch asked that the “Commodity. 


Exchange Authority take action to protect the 
consumer from gouging by artificial farm prices.” 

The taxpayers have spent billions of dollars 
subsidizing prices for farmers in bad years. Noth- 
ing could be more unfair than for these same 
taxpayers to be unconscionably gouged by the 
speculative prices now prevailing for wheat, corn, 
butter, eggs and such products. 

The Government is pledged not to let farm 
prices go below 90 per cent of “parity.” Parity, 
of course, means the comparative relationship 
between farm prices and other prices figured on 
the base years of 1909-14. Here are the “parity” 
prices for certain farm products today, as com- 
pared with the prices quoted last Saturday on 
the Chicago market:

As Senator Ives suggests, speculators get the 
benefit of much of this ever-widening spread be- 
tween what might be considered a fair price for 


farm products and the price the housewife ac- 


tually pays. 

With the drouth cutting supply and the policy 
of helping feed Europe increasing demand, no 
financial genius was required to foresee the up- 
ward pressure on prices. So thousands of specu- 
lators, little and big, have rushed in and bought 
futures in the hope of pyramiding their money. 

Under present margins they ha had to put 
up only a fifth or so of the pries of the com- 
modity. The Commodity Exchange Authority 
could bring pressure on the grain and produce 
exchanges to raise the margins toward the full 
price, but it hag not done so. 

It is past time for the Administration to take 
action to end this speculative pressure on prices. 
If action under existing law doesn’t have the 


desired effect, Congress should pass a special law | 


bringing prices back toward parity. 

If Congress says that the farmer shall not 
suffer unduly from depressed prices, it should 
also say that the consumer shall not suffer un- 
duly from excessive prices. These are the op- 
posite sides of the same medal. : 
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Vandalism on the Milles Fountain 

The person who disfigured à part of the 
Milles fountain by scratching letters on it is 
contemptible. The fountain, depicting the wed- 
ding of the Missouri and Mississippi Rivers, is a 
work of art and one of the most beautiful things 
in St. Louis.

There are those in the world who would like to 
have it believed that democracy is the tobacco 
spit on the fine marble floor of a courthouse. 

There 
is an odor truly, to people who would deface the 
Statue of Liberty or the Milles Fountain, but it 
is not of democracy. It is the odor of vulgarians 
who would remain yulgarians whatever the 
beauty of the civilization in which they were 
privileged to live.

Questions for Mr. Patton 

The National Farmers’ Union is a constructive 
force in the life of the country. It has fought 
for such progressive legislation as wartime food 
subsidies to hold down the cost of living, a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, and the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell national health insurance bill. Not only 
is it worthwhile in itself, it is valuable for what 
it opposes—the reactionary farm bloc led by the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, which fought 
all during the war to remove food subsidies and 
let the consumer be gouged unmercifully. 

So it is distressing to friends of the N. F. U. to 
see its president, James G. Patton, getting the 
organization into an ambiguous and perhaps dan- 
gerous position. In the discharge of the editor 
of the National Union Farmer, N. F. U.’s official 
publication, at Denver, Mr. Patton has done just 
that. 

The discharged editor, James S. Elmore, said 
the dispute between him and the union president 
arose because Mr. Patton has been influenced by 
C. B. Baldwin to adopt a pro-Communist course 
for the organization. Mr. Elmore, to precipitate 
the issue, reprinted a Post-Dispatch editorial 
and cartoon which were restrainedly critical of 
some of Communism’s most obvious faults. Mr. 
Patton fired him for it. 

Mr. Baldwin, who is executive director of ‘the 
Progressive Citizens of America, is a member of 
the extreme left. There is strong evidence that 
P.C.A. is Communist-dominated. Russian Com- 
munism would like very much indeed to take 
over the National Farmers’ Union or to wield a 
considerable interest in it. That would be in 
line with the political wrecking techniques which 
the Communist party has used all over the world. 

Mr. Patton has replied to his discharged edi- 
tor’s accusation without satisfactorily answering 
it. Does Baldwin exercise an undue influence 
over Patton and through him on the N. F. U.? Is 
the leadership of N. F. U. afraid of meeting head- 
on the issue of Communist expansionism, which 
is enslaving farmers in the satellite nations of 
Europe? Mr. Patton owes a straightforward 
statement to his friends. Meanwhile his enemies, 
and those of his union, have received ammuni- 
tion which they will hardly hesitate to use against 
farm progressivism in the United States.

A nonsensational but effective job of de- 
fending democracy in this heterogeneously 
peopled area is being done by the war-born 
Council for Civic Unity, headed by G. Ray- 
mond Booth, former Quaker preacher. 

The Council concentrates on race rela- 
tions because its backers are convinced 
that only through the solution of that tick- 
lish problem can the United States attain 
the degree of democracy that the rest of 
the world expects of it. 


Outside of Mexico City, Los Angeles is 
the largest Mexican city in the world. Its 
Negro population doubled during the war 
to approximately 155,000. It has approxi- 
mately 175,000 Jews, many of them war 
veterans. 

Approximately three fourths of the Japa- 
nese who were evacuated from the Pacific 
Coast for war defense have returned.

With the persons who flocked here be- 
cause of climate and business opportuni- 
ties have come a multiplicity of new ideo- 
Each old-line group, 
even if it has been successful in the middle 
democratic way, finds it now has_a coun- 
terfeit. 

For instance, the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, long known throughout the 
county as a preserver of traditional free 
American speech, has a competitor—the 
American Civil Rights Congress, which be- 
lieves in free speech for everybody left of 
center. 

Often the name of the competitor seems 
to have been chosen deliberately with a 
view to confusion with the old. Caught in 
the widespread hysteria against Commu- 
nism, members of old-line groups sometimes 
veer sharply to the right. The traditional 
liberal way at times seems almost swamped. 

The race issue is one that almost every 


political or ideological group has in com- 
mon. The Communists’ effort to identify 
themselves as the racial saviors of mankind 
is forcing Americans who have postponed 
clarifying their views on this issue to take 
a stand. 

Too often, the reaction—in Southern Cali- 
fornia at least—has been a stern, unbend- 
ing resistance on the part of privileged, 
educated classes. 

Mr Booth is convinced that what the 
United States does about its minorities to 
a large extent will make or break its abil- 
ity to lead the rest of the world to peace 
and harmony. 

It is Mr. Booth's view that the evacua- 
tion of the Japanese-Americans, more than 
just a military defense measure, was the 
harvest of 50 years öf work of “hate the 
Japanese” groups on the West Coast.

The Japanese psychological war machine 
made the best of the evacuation. OSS and 
OWI men in this country heard many 
propaganda radiocasts in which World 
War II was given a race war complexion 
because of this action. Broadcasts were 
beamed to Latin America to stir up race 
hatred among the millions of Indians there. 


Hitler, in the meantime, had taken the 
Japanese and other dark-complexioned 
races into “honorary Aryan” race member- 
ship. The results of some of this propa- 
ganda will be difficult to erase. 


The Council for Civic Unity was founded 
with the patriotic aim of utilizing minority 
races in war work. It began co-ordinating 
work being done by such groups as the Jap- 
anese-American Citizens League, the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 


„Colored People and the Jewish anti-De-

The Council's purpose is “to unite the 
people of Los Angeles in action to make 
real the American ideal of fair play and 
equal opportunity for every American of 
whatever race, creed or national origin!” 


Walter Mitty, R. I. P. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle 


Messrs. Samuel Goldwyn and James 
Thurber exchange views about the screen 
treatment of “The Secret Life of Walter 
Mitty” in letters printed in the current is- 
sue of a national magazine. 

As a battle of wits, it is something that 
the United Nations perhaps should take 
over on the ground that Mr. Goldwyn en- 
tered the fray in a state of relative dis- 
armament, but the public has a stake in 
the Thurber screen treatment which never 
got filmed. 

The original story is that of a little man 
who cannot manage machinery in a world 
where size and machinery are grotesquely 
overrespected, whose wife heckles him 
about wearing overshoes on his way to buy 
dog biscuit. During the brief intervals 
life allows him, Walter Mitty retires to the 
one environment he can control—“the re- 
mote, intimate airways of his mind.” There, 
tall, sardonic Walter Mitty masters storm- 
wracked liners, buffeted bombers, large re- 
volvers and delicate gurgical equipment, 


and beautiful women weep over the jaunty 
sadness of his bearing. It is a study pre- 
senting great comedy and great tragedy, 
not alternately but indistinguishably, and 
a work of art. 


It was certain that any screen treatment 
must be different. The comedy of Danny 
Kaye, upon arbitrary occasions, departs 
from comedy of character, quite possibly 
to hilarious effect, but mangling the re- 
mains of the story. Is the picture a fail- 
ure? Show-wise Variety calls it “medi- 
cine for a box-office suffering from malnu- 
trition of laughs... yaks all the way.” 


The greatness of the story lay in its uni- 
versal application. It was dealing with a man 
whose own life is anything but universal; 
Mr. Thurber was trying to tell the story of 
retreat from unbearable reality through a 
man who seems as much of reality as a 
Babylonian king. Mr. Goldwyn himself is 
credited with the “two words” which de 
scribe this forlorn enterprise—“im-possible.”

No utility fielder 
ever played more po- 
sitions. He has been 
reporter, drama 
critic, sports editor, 
sports columnist, 
amusement editor, 
book critic, manag- 
ing editor, etc. Col- 
league of Henry Jus- 
tin Smith on the old 
Chicago Daily News, 
he now writes a book 
column for the Chi- 
cago Sun. Most of his time he works on 
a biography of Grant—a companion por- 
trait to stand with his dramatic “Sherman: 
Fighting Prophet.” As his charming wife, 
Kathryn, has said, she “lost her husband in 
the Civil War.”

The book at hand is a granary full of 
Countryman Lewis’ newspaper pieces about 
people. He has been collecting people 
a long time. People are interesting, he says, 
whether they are in the prize ring, on the 
stage, the baseball diamond, in Sherman’s 
army, in the band that shot Lincoln or in 
camps around a cedar fire in the Rockies. 
“It Takes All Kinds” takes in all these and 
many more. 


One of the most fabulous is Old Tom 
Blevins, tall-tale teller who lived alone in 
a desert cabin at Cockleburr Springs, Colo.

For that would mean for 
10 or 15 years Moscow, not Wash- 
ington, would define the issues, 
would make the challenges, would 
select the ground where the con- 
flict was to be waged, and would 
choose the weapons. 

And the best that Mr. X can say

1 dare say that if these uni- 
versal principles would not only be 
preached but also practiced, two- 
thirds of all our fears, jealousies, 
rivalries, antagonisms would be 
dispelled overnight.” 

Rabbi Samuel Thurman, in his 
sermon at United Hebrew Temple, 
deplored materialism and called 
for strengthening of spiritual 
forces. 

“Most of the characters of the 
Bible are timeless and universal,“ 
he said. “They are not merely 
located back in Palestine some 
3000 or more years ago. They walk 
our streets today; they live in our 
homes; they labor in the fields 
and in the factories; some of them 
stand in our pulpits and teach in 
our schools, and others pursue 
their devious paths in the dark 
and hidden alleys of iniquity. 

“The eternal Adam is still eat- 
ing from ‘he forbidden fruit, Cain 
is still re-enacting the foul mur- 
der of his brother. Moses still 
pleads for law and order. Amos 
is ever cryihg out against injus- 
tice. warns against the 
unrighteous and wicked rule of 
the tyrants and the dictators, and 
offers comfort and solace in the 
return to the supreme ruler—to 
God. And Jesus, the humble Gal- 
ilean, the faithful pupil of Hillel, 
the matchless teacher of His 
Father’s love and redemption, is 
daily being crucified by great 
masses af the very ones who pro- 
fess to love and to follow him.” 

In a sermon this morning at 
Temple Israel, Rabbi Ferdinand 
Isserman, speaking on the 
compulsion of religious belief, 
declared that it is internal rather 
than external.

It had had nightly Luftwaffe vi 
itors since the first day, but th 
time the Germans came out in 
force. CP was lit up like day by 
flares from lead planes. One stick 
of bombs fell in the Headquarters 
Company area, but without casual- 
ties. However, a big ammunition 
dump a few miles away proved a 
more profitable target. It burned 
furiously for two days. 

The raid was the-opening blow 
of a ‘large-scale counterattack 
against the Third-First Army line 


at Mortain, 20 miles from Lucky’s 


jugular vein. 


This co-ordinated offensive was 
the German's last desperate at- 


tempt to contain the gment. 
With their rear threatened by 


Patton’s eastward thrust, they 


either had to withdraw or attack. 

Hitler personally ordered the of- 
fensive, and large GAF (German 
Air Force) and Panzer reserves 
were hurriedly massed for the 
operation. 

But First and Third Armies 
were ready. 

Patton immediately concentrat- 
ed the 35th and 80th Infantry and 
2d French Armored Divisions in 
the threatened sector. First Army 
reinforced its VII Corps. 

The Germans attacked violently 
Aug. 7. The battle raged murder- 
ously for three days. But through- 
out, Second Armored? Division, 
under VII Corps, clung tenaciously 


to Barenton which dominated Mor- | 
tain, and in the end this broke 


the German's back. 

They continued attacking, lo- 
cally, the remainder of the week, 
But the offensive was smashed, 
and the losses they sustained were 
so crushing that their whole line 
was weakened and they were un- 
able to avert the bloody Falaise 
encirclement. 

Patton started rigging the noose 
of this trap while the Mortain 
fighting still flamed. 

At the height of the critical 
battle, when the Germans held 
the town, he thrust XV Corps east 
to the Sarthe. On Aug. 8, 79th 
Infantry Division captured Le 
Mans, 70 miles in rear of the 
enemy's Mortain line. The follow- 
ing day, the remainder of XV 
Corps was strongly disposed on 
the Sarthe, south of Le Mans. 

In this thrust, for the first time, 
Lucky Armor showed its mettle 
in tough going. 

Third Army’s continued east- 
ward advance threatened not only 
the German’s rear but a number 
of major airfields and supply cen- 
ters in the Orleans-Chartres 
region. In an effort to stem this 
ominous penetration, the enemy 
hurriedly reinforced west of the 
Sarthe. Fifth United States and

achieved greater results and Chi- 
nas politico-economic position 
would be brighter if the greater 
part of the Government's con- 
structive effort had not been 
thwarted at each turn by the non- 
settlement of the Communist issue 
and the continuance of the war- 
time legacy—inflation,” it said. 

Wedemeyer, who accused the 
Chinese Government of wide- 
spread corruption defore he left 
China, had said the Central Gov- 
ernment was trying to blame too 
many of its shortcomings on the 
Russians and native Communists. 

Neutral observers commented to- 
day that the reforms the Chinese 
statement listed were still “largély 
on paper” and that the Koumin- 
tang of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek still exercised control over 
every phase of Chinese life. 

They said the statement used 
“Kuomintang” and “Government” 
almost synonymously—a true pic- 
ture of the political situation for 
the last 20 years. 

New Victory Claimed. 

Meanwhile, Government dis- 
patches today claimed the re- 
capture of Yenhsien, a major Com- 
munist base 40 miles northeast of 
Changyi on the Shantung penin- 
sula. 
Reports said Government col- 
umns moved an average of 15 
miles into the Communist pocket 
if an effort to cut off supply 
lines to Manchuria. 

Units of Communist Gen. Chen 
Yi's new Fourth Army were re- 
ported engaged in heavy fighting 
100 miles southwest of Tsinan and 
Government reports said Nation- 
alist defenders had blunted the 


attacks.

How Town Licked Vet Housing Problem 


Richmond (Ind.) Established Community Organization to Finance Homes for Ex-G.ls

RICHMOND, Ind., Sept. 15 

LL’S well with the veterans 

here. They live happily in new 
homes because when the hous- 
ing problem came the community 
grappled with it and licked it, A 
corporation was formed to build 
homes. It succeeded so well that 
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, BROUGHT IT TO AS MUCH AS $9800 IN SOME CASES. 
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now it is not needed. Industries 


and private enterprise are taking 
over the home-building program 
and carrying it forward on the 
pattern set by the community or- 
ganization. The housing situation 
has been solved probably more 
effectively than in any compar- 
able locality in the country. Cities 
and towns in Indiana and other 
states are taking up the plan, for 
the word has gone forth that all 
is well in Richmond and they 
covet such felicity for themselves. 

During the war Richmond had 
a hausing problem, for it is an 
industrial city. Production work- 
ers employed by its 45 factories 
increased from 7000 in 1940 to 
12,000 in 1944. The problem be- 
came acute when a piston ring 
company needing 3000 employes 
came in. Members of housing 
committees going from door to 
door only partially relieved the sit- 
uation. Efforts to stimulate build- 
ing of homes were not success- 
ful. Contractors were putting up 
houses only on orders and were 
n recting any to be sold. Pri- 
vate capital was reluctant to build 
groups of homes, which was the 
particular need. Barracks might 
have been built but the city’s lead- 
ers did not want those. 

The war drawing to an end 
brought up the new problem of 
housing for returning G.Ls. Some- 
thing should be done about that, 
but what? Industrialists talked to 
Mayor John R. Britten ahout it. 
He called a mass meeting, at 
which Richmond Homes, Inc., was 
formed to do what needed to be 


Richmond Homes was a unique 
corporation which, under less 
urgent conditions, might have 
been a flop. The need it was to 
serve was its best justification 
and the assurance that, although 
it was unorthodox, it might sur- 
vive and accomplish the things 
whereunto it was dedicated. 

Richmond Homes, Inc., as or- 
ganized as a result of the mass 
meeting, “to acquire lots and par- 
cels of land in and near the city 
of Richmond, and to construct, or 
cause to be constructed thereon 
suitable dwelling houses, partic- 
ularly for employes in industry 
and business,” would have 6000 
shares of no-par value stock, to 
be sold at $1 per share, and each 
subscriber to a share of stock 
would agree to buy one of the 
company’s $100 3 per cent bonds. 
Thus when all the stock was sub- 
scribed the company would have 
a paid-in capital of $5000 and 
available bond money of $500,000. 
The bonds, subject to any indebt-

edness of the company, would ma- 
ture in five years. The stock 
would be paid for when bought 
and the bond money would be 
called for ag needed. 

It was not the intention to in- 
vade the field of contractors, lum- 
‘ber companies and suppliers of 
housing material and equipment, 
but to co-operate with these and 
help them and stimulate their 
business. 


The corporation would either 
employ contractors to do the 
building or preferably have con- 
tractors take over the responsi- 
bility of building blocks of houses 
on their own initiative. Houses 
when nearing completion would 
be financed through banks, build- 
ing and loan companies and 
through the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. When the houses 
were sold and thus refinanced, 
the corporations money would be 
returned to it, enabling it to pro- 
vide for building additional houses, 


In four days 1082 shares of 
stock had been sold and $108,200 
subscribed for bonds. The sub- 
scribers were mostly manufactur- 
ers and business men. The re- 
maining shares and bonds were 
not issued. 

At a time when veterans all 
over the country were clamoring 
for homes and willing to take any- 
thing that they could get, the vet- 
erans of Richmond were asked 
what they would like to have. 
For its guidance in making esti- 
mates and plans Richmond Homes, 
Inc., made a survey of veterans 
employed in the Richmond plants 
as to their preferences. The in- 
formation collected inclu the 
part of town preferred for a home, 


the number of children at home 
and of school age, preference for 
brick or frame, for two-story, one 
and a half story or bungalow and 
for dining room, kitchen and din- 
ing room or dinette. And would 
Mr. Veteran like to have a tub 
bath, showér or both. He was 
asked about his occupation, where 
he was employed and for how 
many years, his earnings, what 
rent he. was paying and how much 
he could afford to pay for a home 
and what down payment he could 
make. 


There was great scarcity of 
building materials but the corpora- 
tion, with its purchasing power, 
was able to obtain sufficient ma- 
terials to get the work under way. 
Building trades unions agreed to 
drop other work and concentrate 
on building the homes and even 
to work on the same jobs with 
non-union men,

| T was found that the corpora- 

tion would have to do its own 

building. Fred Allen, a local real 
estate man, wag employed as gen- 
eral manager. Options on 750 lots 
were obtained. Most of the build- 
ing was done on the west side of 
town because prospective buyers 
preferred that area as most at- 
tractive and most convenient to 
their places of employment. 

To facilitate construction, pre- 
fabricated houses were bought at 
Hamilton, O., brought -in on 
trucks and set up on foundations, 
with basements, that had been 
constructed. Last year 112 five- 
room houses were completed. Each 
was different in design and finish 
and each was fitted with a gas 
heating plant.

Manufac- 
turers who were the largest stock- 
holders had the first right to buy 
and they in turn gave the right 
to their oldest employes. The 
National Housing Authority fixed 
the maximum price, which at first 
was $6200, but because of increas- 
ing construction costs was raised 
from* time to time and went up 
as high ag $9800 on some. 

In the corporation’s financing a 
difficulty was encountered in the 
rule of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration limiting loans to 80 
per cent of the value. Men 
handling the financial end went 


‘to the Administration office at 


Indianapolis, taking union men 
along, and convinced the admin- 
istration officials that the stabil- 
ity of the corporation justified 
loans up to 90 per cent of value.

Add remaining flour 
to fat in pan and stir and cook 
until brown. Add the reserved 
lamb stock slowly and cook and 
stir until sauce boils. Season with 
salt and pepper. Add lamb pieces 
and simmer gently until meat 16 
tender. Serve with gravy strained | 
over meat, Garnish with parsley 
sprigs. .
